THE IRISH CONVENTION. 
Letter from Lord Monteagle. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE LRISH TIMES. 

Six,—The Convention is now practically com- 
plete, and will meet in a few days. How far 
does it fulfil the conditions laid down by the 
Prime Minister? How will it come before the 
public next Wednesday? From the flood of 
suspicion and misrepresentation two main criti- 
Cisins emerge, which should be met, because 
they are constructive ;—(1) that it is not repre- 
sentative, and (2) that it lacks authority. These 
two, though closely connected, are really in- 
dependent. Such a body might be practically 
representative, and yet have no legal authority. 
Un the other hand, it might be legally clothed 
with authority, though not composed on repre- 
sentative principles. Even if elected ad hoc, it 
not have the final decision, this being 
tor the whole electorate. Moreover, 
the first criticism is unfortunately true, but the 
defect is remediable to some extent. The second, 
Í submit, arises rather from a misconception. 
Government might haverremedied the 
defect and removed the misconception, but, as 
it has failed to do either, I venture to appeal 
to the Convention itself to meet them at the 
outset. (1) The absence of Sinn Fein and 
kindred bodies and of the All-for-lreland League 
was, indeed, the deliberate act of those bodies, 
but was largely due to the over-representation 
given to chairmen of county councils—bodies 
elected years ago, and no longer representa- 
tive—which gave point to Mr. William 
O'Brien's criticism. But the abstention of the 
former had been formally announced when Mr. 
Lloyd George made his statement on the llth 
June, in which he said—* Certain spokesmen of 
associations which profess separatist doctrines 
have warned us that they will not enter the 
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Convention. We hope that some recognised 
spokesmen of opinions not voiced by the Irish

(2) As to lack of authority, surely no one could 
for a body so composed, even if 
representative? Its function is ob- 
viously that of a drafting body, and it is incon- 
ceivable that its proposals could he presented 
to the Imperial Parliament without being first 
submitted to the eleetora by the referendum 
or otberwise. Lord Curzon, in answering Lord 
Dunraven's cogent argument last Thursday, do 
murred to a referendum, aud there may be 
technical difficulties in applying it in the present 
case, but some means must be foand of eonsult- 
ing the people upon any scheme drafted by the 
Convention, and this, so far, the Government 
fall to realise. It remains for the Convention 
to teach this lesson. A wise statesman, in ap- 
pointing a Governor, said to him: “ The less 
authority you claim the more you will have.” 
let the Convention promptly disclaim authority 
and proclaim itself for what it is, the servant 
and not the master of the nation. If this were 
made clear, it might bring in not only the All- 
for-Treland League, as we know from ‘Mr. 
O'Brien's correspondence with Sir H. Plunkett. 
but also possibly some of the other abstaining 
bodies; so, at any. rate, will the Convention 
most surely and most speedily gain nnhlic eon- 
fidence and enhance ita prestige.

PROTEST MEETING IN 


DUBLIN. 


A monster demonstration was held in the 
Phenix Park, Dublin, yesterday afternoon “ to 
protest against the continued imposition of the 
destructive restrictions on the brewing and die- 
tilling industries, by which those large sources 
of employment all over the country are being 
squeesed out of existence; and to condemn as an 
insult to this country the recent Order of the 
Food Controller granting an increased allow- 
ance of beer in such a way that Irish brewers 
cannot avail of it without destroying the in- 
dustry, and thus transferring the right to the 
increased brew to brewers at the other side.” 
There were four platforms, representative of the 
Irish provinces, and the audience at every plat- 
form was of large proportions, and listened at- 
tentively to the varioys speakers, who expressed 
the opinions of public bodiés and the brewing 
and allied trades. Severa) bands were in at- 
tendance. “ : 

The following resolution was unanimously 
adopted at evory platform :— 

That this monster meeting, representing the four 
provinces of Ireland, demands the immediate with- 
drawal of the restrictions imposed on the brewing 
and distilling industries, which are gradifally crush- 
ing these, practically the only industries we have 
in Jreiand, out of existence, aud that the time has 
come when their continued imposition can no longer 
be borne in this country, where their operation has 
caused, and is continuing to cause, ecu@imous un- 
employment and widespread misery. 

That we condemn, as aimiig at the destruction 
of the brewing industry in Ireland, in the interest 
of English trade, the recently promulgated Order 
of the Food Controller, granting an increased allow- 
ance of beer, but granting it in such a way that 
irish brewers cannot avail of it without detriment 
and danger to the very existence of the industry. 

That the altered agricultural conditions in Lreland, 
where there has been in the present year an in- 
crease of over 700,000 acres put under tillage, or 
more than twice the increase in England, Scotland, 
and Wales combined, do not justify the Government 
in restricting the sepplies of beer in this country, 
where there has fedessarily been an enormous in. 
crease of agricaitural employ ment. 

Further, that this great and representative Irish 
gathering repudiates in the most emphatic manner 
Lhe statement recéntly made in the House of Com- 
mons by the Secretary to the Food Controller, that 
the recent Beer Order was received with general 
satisfaciion in Ireland, as untrue and unfair, and 
that if that statement were made on information 
from lIreiand, such information was falee and mis- 
loading; and if it were made without information 
it was still mere unjustifiable, and amounted to an 
usult to the people of this country. 


LEINSTER PLATFORM.

(Leinster) platform. He said that the British 
House of Commons was once again trying to 
force a most iniquitous measure tor the purpose 
of destroying one of the staple industries of Ire- 
land.

Mr. Andrew Beattie, D.L., T.C., as an Ulster. 
man, resident for forty years in Dublin, sup 
ported the resolution. He pointed out that last 
year the extra tillage in Ireland amounted to 
700,000 acres, while in Great Britain only half 
that area had been cultivated. On the matter 
of food produetion they had been more loyal in 
{reland than in England. Millions of trust 
moweys were invested in breweries, and, apart 
from the question of unemployment, the by-pro- 
ducta of the breweries were of the utmost value 
in feeding cattle for dairy pur At the 
sresent time the price of milk in Dublin was 
higher than ever before. He feared that dur- 
ing the coming winter they would have hundreds 
of children dying through want of pure milk, 
and he hoped that for the sake of the by-pro- 
duecta necessary for cattle feeding that the 
brewery restrictions would be removed.

SERMON BY REY. DR. LAWLOR. 


Preaching yesterday in St. Patrick's Cathedral 
Rev. Dr. Lawlor, Precentor, made reference in 
ithe course of his sermon to the approachin 
National Convention. Hw text was taken from 
the iSth chapter of fhe Acts of the \posties, 
verso 6: “The Apostles and Elders came to- 
gether for to consider of this matter.”” Ths 
matter, he said, was one in which the ordinary 
reader of the Bible finds it impossible to take 
much interest. lt had reference Ww the ques 
tion: On what terms were converts trom among 
the Gentiles to be admitted to the Church? 
This question led to a controversy; durme 
which two irreconalable theories of the Church a 
policy were put forward. And so the Apostles 
and Elders came together to consider the 
matter, and that which seemed impossible was 
achieved. The opposing parties found common 
ground; & conclusion wus reached with absolute 
unanimity. And so the question which 
threatened the life of the Church was settled 
for the moment. Only for a moment, it is 
true. For extreme men are not easily satisfied 
with any compromise. Years of contest fol- 
lowed before the final settlement was reached. 
But in due time it came. And when it came if 
it did not agree with the decision of the A» 
sombly at Jerusalem it followed its main lines. 
The Apostolic Convention turned the face of the 
Church. in the right direction, and so it was 
able to pursue its long journey through the 
centuries. That was the outcome of the Con- 
vention at Jerusalem. Just such a Convention, 
Dr. Lawlor said, is to meet in Dublin this week. 
What a momentous week in the history of our 
island and of our Empire this may prove to be. 
I need not tell you that the questions which 
must be discussed are vital I need not tell you 
that they have stirred up strong party feeling 
and violent contests in the past. The mem bers 
of the Convention represent different religious 
communions and different political parties. Mosb 
of them are pledged to opinions between which 
appareutly no reconciliation is possible, Can 
any good dome of it? Possibly not much. Bub 
all these men who are to meet together in 
council are lovers of their country, By their 
discussions they wil] surely learn to respect each 
other. They will attain sympathy each witn 
the other’s position. They will discover that 
Unionist, as well as Home Ruler, partitioniat 
as well as anti-partitionist, may be a true 
patriot. They will learn—perhaps we shal! all 
learp—that the love of Ireland is a yreater 
thing than any of our party watchwords. It is 
at any rate a magnificent thing—a thing with- 
out precedent in the history of our country 
that euch a Convention should be held at all. 
The very meeting of such a body of men for 
such & purpose should fill us with hope for the 
future, But will there be any more definite re- 
sult? None of us can tell. e know the diffi- 
culties. Perhaps, we faithlessly magnify them. 
Yet the diMculties of a settlement of the con- 
troversies which have divided—almost destroye:! 
—our country are great: they are tremendons. 
But difficulties as great had to be faced by the 
Convention at Jerusalem 1900 years ago, and 
by the grace of God a solution was found. Why 
may it not be so now, if only there is patience, 
tact, respect for the opinions of others; if only 
the first desire in every heart is the good cf 
jfreland, the bringing together into union of the 
divided sons of the common mother. Tha euc- 
cess of the Convention in producing a scheme 
for the government of the country which would 
be acceptable. by all law-abiding citizens would 
be of the happiest augury for the future. But 
let us not conceal from ourselvea the converse 
truth: ite failure to reach a unanimeus concly- 
sion would be a calamity of the first order. 
And so I come to my last word. Whab-are wa 
to do? We shall have no part in the discus. 
sions. But it would be untrue to say that we 
shall have no share in shaping the destinies cf 
our country. boa depend upon the mass of 
the le as much as on those who will meet 
one another in the Convention. Let ua then try 
to put away ry every passion, every selfish 
consideration, all hatred and prejudice, and 
whatsoever else may hinder us from godly 
inion and concord. Let us cultivate friendly re- 
lations with those who differ from us moat 
sharply in political ene and religious” be- 
lief, Let us make an honest attempt to under- 
stand their point of view. Let us set firet in 
our thoughts love of country, loyalty to Empire 
the common good of all. Thus we shall prepare 
ourselves to consider calmly any proposal which 
may be made, however unexpected, however un- 
acceptable it may seem at the first blush. Abowe 
all, let us make the Convention a subject of 
our daily private prayers. We pray for Ms sue-
